REPORT FROM THE SELECTMEN 


Our dump problem is still with us. Last spring we received an indefinite 
extension until further hearings could be held. Selectman Don Campbell 
again testified before the Air Resources Commission in Plymouth last Decem- 
ber 6th. This resulted in an extension until August 1, 1980 with the provision 
that we submit our plans for entering into a joint agreement with Rumney 
by March 1, 1980. We still have no idea as to what the cost will be. Roughly 
$6,500 remains from the money appropriated last year and we are asking for 
an additional $10,000 this year to be placed in a Capital Reserve Fund in add- 
ition to funds to maintain our present dump until August 1, 1980. 


The Town Tax Map is coming slowly. Two poorly attended public meet- 
ings have been held with the tax mapper for purposes of reviewing progress 
and corrections to property lines already mapped. The Selectmen have a 
nearly completed copy in the office and landowners are urged to stop by on 
Tuesday evenings to confirm or correct parcels already mapped. 


The Planning Board is busy formulating a Master Plan for the Town. 
This will be a comprehensive document defining the desires of the residents 
of the town in regards to the future of Wentworth. Residents are urged to 
contribute in any way they can. It is to be emphasized that a Master Plan 
does not legally put any requirements on the Town or its residents but is 
mainly to provide guidelines to the Selectmen and Planning Board in carrying 
out their duties. It is therefore very important that we receive maximum input 
from the town indicating their desires. A Master Plan is required by State Law 
and the State is putting pressure on us to have one by withholding funds for 
specified purposes. 


The Selectmen moved into their new office in the Town Hall in Janu- 
ary and the new surroundings are already contributing to a more efficient 
and smoother running operation. By Town Meeting time we anticipate that 
the Town Clerk will also be in her new office. We also have a heated waiting 
room which should make things more comfortable for all who use these facil- 
ities. 

Congratulations are in order for the Road Agent for the prompt install- 
ation of the new Evans Bridge in South Wentworth to replace the one lost in 
the flood. Despite the $5,000 cost for the bridge, he was still able to TRA a 
considerable length of the South Wentworth Road. We feel that the bridge 
was installed in a very short time at a comparatively small cost. Prompt con- 
ferral with State Agencies and their subsequent help contributed greatly to 
this project. 


Most of you noticed two things about your tax bill this year. Assess- 
ments were increased and the tax rate was down from $4.82 to $3.07 
resulting in a lower tax for most tax payers. The Revenue Administration in 
Concord has informally informed us that the increase in assessments has 
eliminated the possibility of a State ordered formal reassessment of the Town 
which would have cost us an estimated $15-20,000. 


Statistics show that the financial condition of the Town has improved 
progressively over the past two or three years. We are now operating in the 
black and the requirements for short term loans in anticipation of taxes have 
been reduced each year, thereby producing a savings in interest paid. 


On behalf of the Town we would like to gratefully acknowledge a gift 
of $500 made to the Town by the Baker River School. This gift and the pre- 
sentation of the play in February, along with other contributions, are indica- 
tive of the community spirit prevalent at the Baker River School. 


Selectmen meet Tuesday evenings from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. Resi- 


dents and landowners are invited to stop by to voice their complaints or 
suggest methods for bettering the Town.

BAKER RIVER AUDIO VISUAL CENTER 


The Baker River Audio Visual Center continues to serve Warren, Went- 
worth, Rumney and Groton. 

Administrative operations moved to the Byron Merrill Library in Rumney 
in October when the Trustees of the Webster Memorial Library in Wentworth 
consolidated their open hours to two days per week. The Advisory Board 
felt that it was better to keep the Center open more days per week to make 
the material more readily available. It is also felt that any future expansion of 
the area served will probably be to the towns to the South and East and 
Rumney is more centrally located. 

The Rumney Library constructed storage and office facilities and the 
Center’s library aides work from there but are also available to assist in 
library and audio visual work in any town or school library in a member town. 
The Center’s cataloging backlog has been completed. The Webster Memorial 
Library cataloging is completed. As far as possible the Wentworth School 
was cataloged. In January the school library in Rumney will be started. This 
will be books first then all AV machines and software. 

Several hundred soup labels were given to the Center and the Warren 
School will include an item for the Center in their annual project. 

Since machines without software are useless our expansion continues 
there. A Show and Tell machine was purchased since some of the church- 
owned machines are showing their age. 

The plan of taping public meetings continues and anyone wishing this 
service may call the Center. Such recordings are kept on file and copies are 
available. The Center taped the New Hampshire Post White Conference on 
Libraries. 

The original financing plan after the Grant was a fifty cents per capita 
appropriation. This is a minimum and will call for changes in some towns 
since populations have grown in five years. In some cases towns have been 
voting higher than that rate and it is hoped the practice will continue and 
spread. Certainly no town involved could afford on its own to make the 
service available.

In 1979 we made headway in developing a Town Police Department, 
one in which you, the Towns people, can depend on. Not always as quick as 
we would like or as knowledgeable as we will and are becoming. Your Police 
Department is learning, your officers are continually attending classes to 
better serve you. Also in this regard the State of New Hampshire has seen fit 
to pass legislation controlling the minimum requirements that will be required 
of anyone becoming a part time or special officer. At the time of this writing 
your Police Department has one certified officer and two training to meet 
these requirements. 

During the past year we found two major problem areas. The first being 
the protection and prevention of homes being burglarized. The Police Depart- 
ment, by being an active and therefore visual force is by far the greatest deter- 
rent to crime the town has. This is exemplified by the fact that during the. 
four months, May through August, of active patrolling, at the personal 
expense of your Police Officers, there was only one reported burglary. By the 
Ist of September their patrolling had to be discontinued for the expenses were 
too great. Within two weeks the crime rate in the town jumped. From that 
time to this writing the town suffered twenty-eight different major crimes, 
resulting in a great personal loss to many of the towns people and to the Town 
as a whole. 

The budget for 1980 is one-half of the figure we believe is necessary to 
provide the visual Police force the Town deserves and needs. We are asking 
the State of New Hampshire to provide the Town with matching funds to 
give the town a visable, and active Police Department. 

The second area has been speed. This is the largest complaint made to 
the Police Department. We are making headway here, although there is still a 
long way to.go. Radar has been a great assistance in slowing the bulk of the 
motor vehicle traffic down. The average speed in the town has dropped 
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5 mph. Although in most areas the speed is still between 10 and 20 mph. 
above the safe speed limit. We are and will continue to work toward reduc- 
ing the average speed in the town to provide a safe place for our children 
and ourselves. 

To help reduce the risk of burglaries in your home let us help. If you are 
leaving for a vacation or even for a few days tell one of the members of your 
Police Department. This way we can keep an eye on your house while you 
are gone. This may not ensure your house will not be burglarized but it will 
help. 

For the seasonal home owners please ask the Police Department for 
suggestions on how you can help deter the criminal from entering your home 
after you have left for the season. Also, please inform the Police Department 
when you leave that your home has been closed up. This will help us to help 
you keep your home the way you left it.

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REPORT OF THE NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 


In Wentworth, North Country Council met with the planning board to 
review the options and alternatives for a town master plan. Provided infor- 
mation on solid waste and assisted in the review of a proposed subdivision. 


This past year of 1979 saw a mixture of planning and action for the 
North Country Council, Inc. Major contributions were made in rural and 
economic development, local planning, and transportation. 


In rural development, the Council assisted approximately twenty-five 
communities in taking positive steps on such concerns as housing, downtown 
revitalization, water supply, and solid waste. The council has helped com- 
munities obtain needed housing resources. Working with appropriate state 
and federal agencies, the Council assisted targeted communities by preparing 
applications and by providing information so decisions can be made. In eco- 
nomic development, the Council assisted two communities with steps toward 
the creation of parks which will provide a necessary place for additional jobs. 
Energy development activities have encouraged the development of indige- 
nous resources such as wood and hydro power. NCC has also been active in 
helping local companies with loan applications and business counseling, and 
in assisting a targeted community with a revolving loan fund. Additional 
business development services will be provided during the coming year to 
encourage existing area and other in-state businesses to expand or locate so 
that more jobs can be provided in the North Country. An industrial brochure 
has been published which promotes the quality of life in the region and the 
resources available for small companies. 


Local planning assistance, such as master planning, subdivision regula- 
tions, zoning, review of development proposals continues to be a major 
function of the Council. This activity will take on greater significance with 
the NH Supreme Court’s emphasis on local master planning as a basis for 
local regulations. 


Technical reports have been prepared on Mt. Washington Valley’s Sea- 
sonal Population and on wetland evaluation and management. Brief and 
informative fact sheets on community investment strategies, land capability 
and wetlands are also available. 


To advocate North Country transportation needs at the state and federal 
level, a Transportation Committee has been organized with representatives 
from different communities and transportation sectors. 
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The Council acts as a “‘regional spokesman” with membership on the 
Governor’s Advisory Committee on Growth, the N.H. Environmental Law 
Clinic, and the State’s Forestry Resources Committee. By sponsoring forums 
and conferences on growth in the forest industry, agricultural development, 
and regional land use, the Council has brought together people, ideas, and 
resources to generate appropriate solutions. 


We believe that the Council has a program that can assist its rural com- 
munities in meeting the challenges and opportunities of the 1980’s. The 
Board of Directors, the staff and the entire Council greatly appreciates the 
support your Town has provided in 1979 and over the last few years. Please 
call us at 823-8108 if the Council can be of service to your Town.

REPORT OF MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 


The Center was certified as a Rural Health Clinic in January 1979, 
making the Center eligible for reimbursement from the Medicare and Medicaid 
programs for the services of Miss Gage and the doctors. 


This year there was a total of 1939 encounters (visits), 1534 being 
chargeable. From Warren there were 712; Wentworth 481; Rumney 165; 
elsewhere 176. Of these 405 were non-chargeable (free clinics). 


The clinic has continued the two free-of-charge blood pressure screen- 
ings each month — one in Warren and one in Glencliff — except for the 
winter months in Glencliff. Immunization clinics continue as well as the 
weight-loss group which was delaved in starting because books were late. 
The possibility of having a visiting nurse is being explored. Flu shots were 
given at immunization clinics free-of-charge. 


Alterations have provided an office for the receptionist and a more 
commodious waiting room. The former x-ray room is now used for minor 
surgery. Shelves have increased storage space. 


Nelson Kennedy, John Prouty, Colin McKinnon and Everett Goodwin 
volunteered to insulate the attic. The work, plus the installation of aluminum 
siding on part of the building, has saved $847.15 over the fuel bill of 1978. 


The Center received several gifts. A check from Robert Dubroff in 
memory of Mary Cotton; a check from Connie Leighton for the signs; 
receipts from recitals by Billie Gage and Gary Jesseman; and linoleum tiles 
for the kitchen from Marcella Hoffman. From the Auxiliary came a speed 
autoclave, a typewriter table, two display tables, six months’ supply of 
paper products, an audiometer, an ophthalmoscope, and an otoscope given 
in memory of Florence Dunklee who was the Auxiliary Secretary for many 
years. These gifts were purchased by funds raised by the Auxiliary through 
the Penny Sales, a cake sale and two white elephant tables. 


Dr. Andrew Rowles left in January to work with the Red Cross in 
Thailand. Dr. John Bentwood and Dr. John Jehl will now be the two 
physicians serving the Center.

We have 
doubled our calls in the last year from 35 in 1978 to 72 in 1979. 


Our rescue vehicle has been recently overhauled and painted red. How- 
ever, we still cannot transport. At this time we would all like to say “thank 
you”’ again for all the support we have received in the past year. 


A special thank you for monies received “In Memory Of’’ which has 
enabled us to purchase our Demand Valve Resuscitator/Aspirator and M.E. 
Oxygen tanks.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In an effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying citizens 
of Grafton County, we, the Grafton County Commissioners, are writing to 
you through your individual town or municipal reports. 


Last year (1978-79) the total county tax raised was $1,977.142. These 
monies were appropriated by the County Delegation and administered by 
the Commissioners. Some of the ways this money was spent was in mainten- 
ance of our courthouse, nursing home, county farm, sheriff’s department, jail 
and house of correction, social welfare, etc. 


The average number of patients in our nursing home is 140. The average 
daily census of the Jail/House of Correction is 25. We had a total of 349 
inmates in the Jail and 114 inmates in the House of Correction during our 
fiscal year. 


In addition to providing food for the nursing home complex and agri- 
cultural services for the community, the farm also continually shows a profit. 
In our fiscal year 1979 the farm profit was $60,654, due in part to sales of 
pigs at $5,500, cows at $27,000, wood at $1,800, hay at $2,100, milk at 
$135,444 and produce at $48,129. 


We have completed Phase II — Design of the sewage project and antici- 
pate beginning construction under Phase III in the spring. The total overall 
cost of the project is approximately $540,000, of which $400,000 is federal 
grant, $110,000 State share and $30,000 County share. 


We are making an effort to conserve energy, particularly in the court- 
house building, and are taking a hard look at any modifications in this so-called 
‘““modern”’ facility that will make it a less expensive consumer of fuel. 


A trial dispatching service was instituted for 16 area fire departments 
and probably will be made a permanent function during the latter part of 
1979. A yearly fee is charged for this service. 


Grafton County employs 230 people of whom we are very proud. It is 
because of these people that Grafton County continues to operate efficiently 
and within budget. 


There are many other concerns that we, the Commissioners, deal with. 
We invite the citizens of Grafton County to take part in any of our regular 
meetings held each Monday morning at the courthouse in North Haverhill.

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REPORT TO TOWNS 
REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN & STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative 
effort between town/city fire organizations and the State Forest Fire Service. 


Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Legislature, 
the State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality as a Forest 
Fire Warden and charged him with the responsibility of forest fire prevention 
and control within his town/city. This person may ask the State Forester to 
appoint as many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be necessary to effi- 
ciently carry out his charge. 


The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts 
with a full time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State organ- 
ization is charged with assisting the municiple forest fire organization in any 
way possible. 


State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire 
suppression, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law violators and 
forest fire prevention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment is pur- 
chased through State bulk purchasing ability and sold to local forest fire 
organizations at one-half cost. Excess military property is obtained and turned 
over to town/city fire departments at no cost to local departments for conver- 
sion into fire suppression units. This cooperative arrangement between State 
and municipality has resulted in one of the best forest fire records in the 
United States with less than one-half acre of woodland burned in each fire 
reported.

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REPORT FROM SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE 


Many parents think their child’s intelligence is something that is fixed at 
birth and cannot be changed. This is simply not true. It has been said that 
this is one of the most important educational discoveries of the twentieth cen- 
tury. A child’s level of intelligence is determined in much the same way as his 
strength. When children eat well and exercise their muscles, they grow strong 
and develop fully. With proper food and proper exercise, the brain also devel- 
ops fully. How can parents help their children develop their intelligence? 

At this point someone may be thinking: “‘Why parents?” Recently psy- 
chologists and educators have begun to realize how important the years before 
school entrance are for the development of a child’s ability to learn. It is 
widely believed now that most of the child’s basic intelligence has been formed 
by the time he reaches school age. This, of course, does not mean that by the 
time he is six years old, he has learned most of what he will know as an adult. 
What it means is that most of a child’s ability to learn quickly and with ease 
has developed by the time he reaches school age. The people who are in the 
best position to supply these important experiences and exercises are the 
child’s parents. 

Two important ideas will be shared before specific activities and exercises 
are discussed. First, as parents, we are our children’s first teachers. We help 
them form their attitudes toward learning, and it is vital to make their earliest 
experiences positive and pleasant ones. The second is that it is important to 
remember a young child has a short attention span; he/she is not able to con- 
centrate on one activity for long periods of time. 

The following represents a few suggestions that parents can use with 
children: 

Listen to your child. Encourage him to ask questions, discuss ideas, and 

tell stories. 

Play games, especially those that have educational value, like number 

games, guessing games, word games. 

Teach your child about numbers, and explain that numbers mean “Show 

many.”’ A child who can count to ten does not necessarily understand 

numbers. The concept of each number must be taught. 

Help your child learn to carry out simple projects and activities. Perse- 

verence is a key to success in school and throughout life. It gives a child 

a feeling of accomplishment and builds self-confidence. 

Training in chores at home, and training in understanding and following 

simple directions will help your child know what will be expected in the 

classroom. 
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Set a good example. If you are interested in learning, your child prob- 
ably will be too. For example; set a family reading time or some other 
organized learning activity and share experiences. 

Your child learns in many places and in many ways. School, of course, 
is a major source of your child’s learning, but learning at home is vital to 
your child’s development. As a parent, you have an opportunity to make an 
enormous difference in how much and how well your child learns. You are 
your child’s most important teacher, and a valuable partner of your child’s 
teachers in school.

Participation in the Wentworth Hot Lunch Program is averaging 80 meals 
per day. This is 95% of the school population. 

I enjoy working with the children very much. In October, I had them 
turn in to me a list of their favorite foods in the four food groups. Lobster, 
steak, and baked Alaska were just a few of their responses. This survey did 
help me however to plan good nutritious meals around their likes and dislikes. 
I found most of the children reasonably willing to at least try some of the 
foods they thought they really disliked. It was really an enjoyable experiment. 

I, also, am trying to keep the lunch costs down, while inflation continues 
to rise. The government surplus food is very helpful in this area. 

At this point, I would like to extend a very special thank you to 
Mr. Edward Wentzell, Director of the Plymouth School Food Services, for 
his very generous assistance to both myself and to our lunch program.

WENTWORTH ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 
Principal's Report 1979 


The Wentworth Elementary School opened in September with an enroll- 
ment of 79 students. Current enrollment has increased to 81 with the following 
breakdown: Grade I — 4; Grade II — 9; Grade III — 6; Grade IV — 15; Grade 
V — 9: Grade VI — 16; Grade VII — 12; and Grade VIII — 10. 

Three teachers returned this year — Mrs. Marilyn Cloutier, Mr. James 
McKee, and Mr. David Hall. Miss Shirley Ann Sheehan was hired to replace 
Mrs. Batchelder who is now the director of, the Plymouth State College Day 
Care program. Miss Sheehan is a 1971 graduate of Bridgewater State College 
and has had eight years teaching experience. 

The school has had several other personnel changes. Miss Carmella Huck- 
ins, resource teacher, works with special needs youngsters as does Mrs. Jack- 
lyn Cramton, our returning speech pathologist. Miss DeEtta Shimek, R.N., is our 
nurse. Mrs. Susan Goodwin is now director of the Hot Lunch Program and 
Mrs. Rita Pease is her assistant. Mr. Richard Borger is once again our school 
custodian. 

Because of last year’s successes, we have continued our programs in art 
and music. Mrs. Debbie Meeh works for a half day per week with all levels of 
musical instruction and performance. She has a large chorus and teaches 
recorder lessons. Her students put on a short choral program at Glencliff in 
early December. Mrs. Meeh also wrote, directed, coordinated and performed 
in the Christmas Program. 

We have received matching funds from the New Hampshire Commission 
on the Arts for continuing our Artists-in-the-Schools program. Our artist is 
Emile Birch, a sculptor. He has met with our students for twenty days during 
which time he and the children have worked with clay, built wooden struct- 
ures and created a giant, inflated, transparent “‘living”’sculpture in which the 
children bounced about and experienced from within. His major project, an 
abstract wooden falcon, was unveiled and is on display at the school. 

We have continued our emphasis on the basic skills while adding music 
and are to begin to develop some of the other talents the children possess. We 
are trying to meet the needs of children of various developmental levels, using 
a variety of group and individual approaches. We continue to stress citizenship 
education and social cooperation. 

Student activities have included wide participation in Flag Football and 
Volleyball; a “thank you” to the town of Wentworth from the 8th grade 
class and the school by way of a free film, The Bridge on the River Kwai; a 
parent’s lunch; an open house in November; an awards assembly; a trip to 
Dartmouth to see Aladdin by the Prince Street Players; and the Christmas 

Program on December 20.

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SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICES REPORT 


The 1979-1980 school year is off to a good start. The health screenings 
were done in the fall and included heights, weights, blood pressure, and vision 
testing. The hearing tests are in the process of being completed now. Parents 
should be receiving referral slips for more complete evaluations shortly. Please 
take these to the health care provider requested and return them to the school 
after the evaluation. 


The immunization surveys are still being completed. Your cooperation 
in getting this information and your child’s shots is greatly appreciated. Parents 
should remember that all children entering school for the first time or trans- 
ferring schools are required to have a school physical and be up to date on 
their immunizations — these include 4 diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, 4 oral 
polio, and one each for measles, mumps, and rebella. 


The illness and accident levels remain fairly consistent with last year. Cuts 
and slivers are the #1 source of accidents. Colds and sore throats are the lead- 
ing illnesses. We also had numerous cases of strep throat this year. All ill child- 
ren are examined at the school, first aid and health care suggestions are given, 
and if necessary an appropriate referral is made. Home visits and parent con- 
ferences are arranged as needed. A greater effort has been made this year to 
involve students in their own health (and illness) care. 


I'd like to thank all the parents and students who volunteered their time 
so generously in the health screenings, record keeping, telephoning, and trans- 
portation areas. A special thanks goes to the Mt. Mooselaukee Health Center, 
especially Billie Gage ARNP, and to Drs. Bentwood and Peters for their help 
and assistance. I’d also like to thank the teachers and other staff for their 
interest and cooperation.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT'S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1978 — 1979 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the 
total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following 
quotation: “Reports. Each Superintendent of a supervisory union shall 
annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the Superintendent, 
showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each local school dis- 
trict and their share of same. Said report shall be included in the annual 
report of the respective school district as a separate entry. A like report and 
entry shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, 
and business administrator, if any is in service in the union.” 

One-half of the school administrative unit expenses is prorated among 
the several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted valuations. One- 
half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school for 
the previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $25,500 which was 
received by the Superintendent of Schools of School Administrative Unit #48 
during 1978—1979 was made up as follows: $2,500 paid by the State of 
New Hampshire and $23,000 was prorated among the school districts compris- 
ing the School Administrative Unit. Allowance for $1,200 travel within the 
Unit was also prorated as stated above. 

The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1978—1979 was made 
up as follows: $2,444 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $20,056 was 
prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,800 travel within the Unit was 
also prorated as stated above. 

The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
school district.
